“What is meant by the term ‘baby 
beef’ and what kind of cattle are 
used in baby beef production?” was 
a question which was pu£ to Profes­ 
sor G. W. Barnes, farm advisor on 
live stock of the Agricultural Exten­ 
sion Service of the University of 
Arizosa College of Agriculture. 
He 
answered that fat cattle between the 
ages of oqe and two years, weighing 
between eight and eleven hundred 
pounds, are used. 
They must be well bred and of fine 
quality. 
Such cattle can be finished 
quicker and are the only class of 
cattle which can be used in the pro­ 
duction of baby beef. 
The cattle to 
be used for this purpose should not be 
allowed to lose their baby flesh or 
baby fat. 
They must be kept fleshy 
from start to finish, for when they 
once become run down, it is a difficult 
proposition to have them finished for 
m arket under eighteen months. They

Desirable to Have Alfalfa Fenced Off 
Into Suitable Areas to Secure 
Fresh Fields. 


While a few hogs can be raised 
confined in limited quarters, provided 
such quarters are kept clean, they 
will do better, remain healthier and 
produce pork more econom ically if 
they have plenty of alfalfa range, 
according 
to 
Prof. 
G. W. 
Barnes, 
farm advisor on live stock of the, 
University of Arizona College of Ag­ 
riculture extension service. 
It is desirable to have the alfalfa 
pasture fenced off into suitable areas, 
so that the hogs can be shifted from 
one pasture to another. This will not 
only provide fresh pasture, but wfll 
itive an opportunity to cultivate, and 
f need be. to disinfect.

Cholera has been found on three 
farms miring the past week, although 
the condition seems very encouraging 
in most respects. 
Two of the three 
herds were given the serum treatm ent 
by this station, hut the disease had 
advanced so far in the third that it 
was of no value. 
The purchase of hogs that had been 
fed on garbage introduced the infec­ 
tion into the northern part of Sedalia 
township. 
Garbage-fed hogs are very 
susceptible 
to 
disease, 
especially 
cholera, and the mortality 
is 
high, 
therefore, it is advisable 
to 
have 
them immunized before feeding it. 


\n outbreak in the southern part ot 
Lamonte township seems to have or­ 
iginated from visiting infected pre­ 
mises, as the herd became sick ten 
days later. 
This station was not noti­ 
fied, and the disease was allowed to 
take its course. 
About three weeks 
later, May 13th, this office was called 
by a neighbor, whose hogs had ac­ 
quired infection by breaking through 
the fence and mingling with the in­ 
fected herd. 
The latter herd was 
treated immediately. 
You are not only standing in your 
own light when you do not give your 
cholera-infected herd immediate at­ 
tention, but also, as in the foreging 
instance, endangering the 
neighbor­ 
hood by harboring a source of in­ 
fection.

When the horse is shod with high 
heel and toe calks or the wall of the 
hoof is allowed to grow very long and 
the horse stands on hard floor so that 
there is no pressure on the frog of 
the foot, the condition of the frog is 
impaired and it becomes subject to 
infection and disease. Cases of thrush 
need a dry, clean stall. 
Trim the hoof properly, remove the 
diseased parts arid apply a strong: dis­ 
infectant oVer the sole of the foot. 
Any of the coal taT disinfectants may 
be u s e d .-full,-strength. 
Pure carbolic 
acid may* be. used,. care being takgn 
that it does not run dqwn the heel and 
burn the skin. 
After the first strong disinfectant, 
calomel should be dusted over the dis­ 
cased surface and some thick clay ap­ 
plied to the entire sole.

Rome, May 15.—The Archbishop of 


Milan, Cardinal Ferrari, who once a 


year visits the prison of that tow’n 


and celebrates mass in the presence 


of the prisoners, found among them 


this year Gennaro Abbatemaggio, the 


notorious informer in the famous trial 


which took place at Viterbo in 1911 


of the supposed murderers 
of 
the 


Camorrist, Gennaro Cuocolo, and his 


wife at Naples in 1906. 
Abbatemaggio is still serving a term 
of thirteen years 
for 
burglary, 
to 
which he was condemned before the 
Cuocolo trial began and which it is 
said that he is in no hurry to see fin­ 
ished, as his former Camorrist asso­ 
ciates have sworn to do him to death 
when he comes out, in revenge for 
his having betrayed them to the au­ 
thorities. 
George 
B. 
McClellan, the 
former mayor of New York, in some 
impressions he wrote at the time of 
the Cuocolo trial, described Abbate­ 
maggio as “a handsome little fellow*, 
in appearance 
a 
traditional 
Italian 
tenor,” and said that “though born in 
the gutter, with hardly 
any 
educa­ 
tion, he is a born orator, with a re­ 
markable choice of language.” 
On the occasion of the archbishop’s 
visit to the Milanese prison Abatte- 
maggio asked permission to speak to 
the venerable ecclesiastic and impro­ 
vised a most touching address of de­ 
votion in his own name and that of his 
fellow* prisoners, describing their emo­ 
tion at the words of peace they bad 
heard from the archbishop, and, re­ 
ferring to the present war, called all 
the combatants his “brothers;” pay­ 
ing an eloquent tribute to the “many 
young lh es daily sacrificed as victims 
to duty.” 
One of the most remarkable facts 
connected with the Cuocolo trial wras 
the high level of intelligence and ora­ 
tory of the Neapolitan criminals who 
were tried for so base a crime and 
among 
them 
all Abbatemaggio w^as 
perhaps the most fluent.
